REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 9-1 1 
require amplifying a control nucleic acid having the same sequence as the rare mutation 
amplicon with the exception of one nucleic acid difference immediately adjacent to the 
mutation site. This feature is neither taught nor suggested in the prior art. The closest 
prior art is Xue et al (US 2003/0017487), who taught amplifying a nucleic acid 
comprising a mutation, followed by primer extension with a primer that annealed 
adjacent to the mutation site in the presence of a dNTP corresponding to the mutation 
site, and a ddNTP corresponding to the next nucleotide adjacent to the mutation site 
(see figure 6 and 7). However, Xue nor any other prior art taught or suggested 
including a control identical to the nucleic acid with the exception of a one-nucleotide 
difference immediately adjacent to the mutation, and further including in the primer 
extension reaction a ddNTP corresponding to the different nucleotide in the control.
